steamer ashore at St. Mary's Bay, N. P., 
»nd reported on fire. Two steamers have 
been sent from St. John's to St. Mary'3 
B.:y to the ill-fate^1 ship. Bodies are re- 
ported washing- on the beach. All ad- 
vices tend to confirm tht belief that the 
burning steamer .-ras o.l la en. It will 
be late thu afternoon before the wreck- 
ing steamer- Ccin v each St. Mary's B iv. 
Ing steamers can reach St. Mary's Bay. 
The following comprises all the details 
thus far obtained concerning the wi eck: 


The ship is a two-masted steamer of 


nearly 3000 tons, and probably carried 
a crew of 60, with possibly some pas- 
sengers. 
She went ashore before day- 


break on Thursday, striking a ledge at 
the foot of the cliff, where escape was 
hopeless. 
The crew launched the boats, 


but, probably, during the panic some 
were crushed against her sides, others 
being swamped, and all the occupants 
apparently perishing. 


The ship was seen to be on fire by 


residents six miles away. 
Attracted to 


the scene, they found the after half of the 
wreck blazing, and the fore part under 
water. 
Kerosene it the cargo helped 


the blaze. 


At that time only three men were left 


on board. 
Two were on the bridge and 


one was in the rigging. 
Those on the 


bridge were safe until about 2 p. m., 
when'they were washed overboard and 
drowned, the bridge being carried away. 


The survivor soon afterwards left the 


rigging, swam to the rocks and twice 


endeavored to set a footing-. Falling in 
this, he made his way back to the rig- 
ging, where he died of exposure during 
the night. 


Many dead bodies are visible tossing 


in the surf. 
Two of them ware thrown 


up in a cove, but cannot be reached, ow- 
ing to thi» lipavy sea. 
One is thought 


to be the body of a woman. 


Boats and other wreckage are strewn 


among the rocl:s for miles. 
Yesterday 


was more stormy than the day before, 
and it was impossible to reach the 
wresk, which has gone to pieces to such 
an extent that it has sunk beneath the 
waves. 
A severe gale is raging, which 


is likely to reduce her to fragments. 
The wreck commissioner hopes to be able 
to obtain her name today. 


Residents along the shore made every 


possible effort to rescue the survivor in 
the rigging-, but, lacking proper out- 
fits, they were unable to succeed. 


There is not the slightest prospect that 


any soul on board escaped death, as the 
intense mid-winter cold would kill any 
who escaped drowning. 


A messenger who has just arrived 


from Peters river reports that a trunk, 
filled with women's clothing, has been 
washed ashore there, as well as a gar- 
ment, which is either a water proof 
cape, such as would be used by a woman, 
or a man's overcoat. Nearby was found 
Borne underwear, evidently a man's, 
marked with the initials "J. J." 
This 


seems to indicate that the ship had 
come passengers.

Adams Swallowed Twenty 


Grains of Poison 


New York, Jan. 13.—Friday's proceed- 


ings In the trial of Roland B. Molmeux 
were begun by recalling to the \\Itness 
stand Harry S. Cornish and Mrs. Flor- 
ence Eva Rogers to identify the glass 
Irom which Mrs, Adams drank. 


Dr. Witthaus, the chemist, had pro- 


duced this glass in court to tell of the 
analysis he had .-aaade of its contents. 
Corniih was not vble to say where th= 
glass was placed1 Immediately after Mrs. 
Adams drank. Hrs. Rogers testified 
that she was certain the poison glass 
had been placed in a locked china closet 
and not disturbed until given to- the 
police. She was shown the glass, and 
said that to the best of her knowledge it 
was the one from which Mrs. Adams 
drank. 


The next witness, Herman J. White of 


Cincinnati, said he had obtained from a 
medical firm in that city exhibits "G," 
"M" andi "N," bogus Cornish and Barnet 
letters, requesting certain remedies. 


Dr. Witthaus was recalled. He said 


he received the poison glass from the 
police and had analyzed Its contents. 
He found a little over 30 grains of mer- 
curic cyanide In it. *Je told next of an 
examination of Mrs. Adams' stomac i 
tissue, by which he found S% grains <~t 
cyanide of mercury. 
Altogether, in 


Mrs. Adams' body he found a little o\ ei 
12 grams of mercuric cyanide—and h 
thought she had probably swallowed -0 
grains of it. 


Juror Edgar inquired why there was 


so much difference between the time of 
Barnet's death after taking pois n 
about six days, and the time of M i t 
Adams' d*ath after taking supposedly 
the same poison. Professor Witthau< 
explained that there was a difference in 
the effects produced by the mixing of 
mercurial cyanide with Kutnow powder, 
as in Barnet's case, and the mixing of 
the same poison with a bromide. Pro- 
fessor Witthaus, in conclusion, saiJ 
that the cause of Barnet's death w as 
poison, in the absence of violence, and 
when asked if he would place his judg- 
ment against the Judgment of the at- 
tending physician if the latter testified 
that the patient died of diphtheria, re- 
plied in the affirmative.

the Boers. Latter's Strength Augmented 


by Cape Colonists. Londoners Treated 


to Remarkable Enthusiasic Scene

Did Morrison Kill His Wife? 


New York, Jan. 13.—Alfred Morrison, 


Who shot and killed one of his wives, with 
whom he was living in Mount Vernon, 
is under arrest on the charge of murd«r 
in the first degree. Morrison, on the 
nig'ht of Dec. 23, shot his wife, Alida, and 
she died the following day. He told a 
pitiful tale of how the shooting was the 
result of fright occasioned by a dream 
of burglars. The woman herself, know- 
ing that death was certain, said tl at 
the shooting was accidental and at- 
tributed It to the same cause as Morri- 
son did. The coroner's jury exonerated 
him. *Some days later Morrison's first 
wife, whom he married many years ago 
under the name of Gordon, gave out tha 
information that tht.man was a biga- 
mist and had practically abandoned her, 
and from that on facts placing to Mor- 
ripon in a bad light have been developed. 
District Attorney Andrews claims that 
he has sufficient evidence to prove that 
Morris.-.-., in shooting his wife, com- 
mitted a deliberate and premeditated 
murder. 


Washington, Jan. 13.—The most Im- 


portant news of the day at the Capitol 
is the action of the commerce commit- 
tee ordering the favorable report of th- 
Hepburn Nicaraguan canal bill. Tlur 
is no doubt that thia measure will b 
pushed and its advocates claim that it 
will pass the house in a few weeks. 


There was some discussion about the 


jidvisability of delaying action on the 
bill until the Isthmian canal commission 
report, but this was finally regaided a- 
unnecessary, and all the members ex- 
cept Mr. Fletcher of Minnesota voted tJ 
report the bill favorably. The lit er 
said his silence should not be construed 
as opposition to the measure, but merely 
as a reservation of his right to support 
or oppose it after furthpr consideration. 
The committee made some changes in 
the original bill, inserting a new sectio.i 
three, authorizing the president to make 
surveys, and making verbal alterations. 


The bill is similar to the one which Mr. 


Hepburn urged at the last session, au- 
thorizing the sov2rr.an.ent to acquire 
ownership of the territory along tVe 
Nlcaraguan routa *nd 
to proceed 


through competent engineer officers t > 
the construction of the canal. 4s flnallj 
agreed to the bill is as follows: 
» 


To provide for the construction of a 


canal connecting the waters of the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans. 
Be It en- 


acted, etc. 


That the President of the United 


States be, and is hereby, authorized to 
acquire from the states of Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua, for and in behalf of 
the United States, control of such portion 
of territory now belonging to Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua' as may be de- 
sirable and necessary on which to ex- 
cavate, construct and defend a canal of 
such depth and capacity as will b,e 
sufficient for the movement of ships of 
the greatest tonnage and draft now in 
use, from a point near Greytown, on 
the Carribean sea. via Lake Nicaragua, 
to Breto, on the Pacjlflc ocean, and 
such sums as may be necessary to secure 
such control are hereby appropriated 
out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated. 


That when the president has secured 


full control over the territory in section 
one referred to, he shall direct the sec- 
retary of war to excavate and construct 
a canal and waterway from a point on 
the shore of the Carribean sea, near 
Greytown, by way of Lake Nicaragua, 
to a point near Breto, on the Pacific 
Ocean. 
Such car.al shall be of suf- 


ficient capacity an-Z depth as that it may 
be used by vessels of the largest tonr.agp 
and-greatest depth now in use and shall 
be supplied with all necessary locks and 
other appliances to meet the necessitisa 
of vessels passing from Greytown to 
Breto; and the secretary of war shall 
also construct such safe and commo- 
dious harbors at the termini of said 
canal and such fortifications for defens 
as will be required for safety and pro- 
tection of said canal and harbors. 


That the president shall cause such 


surveys as may be necessary for said 
canal and harbors and in the construc- 
tion of the same. 


That in the excavation and construc- 


tion of said canal, the San Jvan river and 
Lake Nicaragua, or such parts of each 
as may be available, Shall be used. 


That in any negotiations with the 


states of Costa Rica or Nicaragua t) e 
president may have, the president is au- 
thorized to guarantee to ^aid states the 
use of said canal and harbors upon sut-?i 
terms as may be agreed upon, for all 
vessels owned by said states or by citi- 
zens thereof. 


That the sum of $140,000,000, or so much 


thereof as may be necessary, ;s hereby 
appropriated out of any monay in tha 
treasury, not otherwise appropriated, 
for the completion of the work herein 
authorized, said money to oe drawn irorn 
the treasury from time to time as the 
same shall be needed, upon wairants 
of the president, based 01 estimates 
made and verified by the chief . f en- 
gineers in charge of the worlc, and ap- 
proved by the secretary of war. 


Weavers Imported From the Soulh. 


Pawtucket, R. I., Jan. 13.-—Consider- 


able consternation was caused in Lons- 
dale l**t evening by the arrival, from 
Greenville, S. C., of 22 weavers to take 
the places of those now on strike at mill 
No. 4 of the Lonsdale company. They 
were escorted to Uie boarding house of 
the company, and after supper a few of 
the weavers took a walk about town, and 
chanced to attend a social which was 
being given in aid of the strikers by 
the Blackstone Valley ^Weavers' associa- 
tion. They say that they were surprised 
to learn that a strike was in progress 
at Lonsdale, as they had been informed 
that there was no strike there, although 
there was some dissatisfaction among 
the weavers. 
A few of the new cornel's 


stated that It was unlikely that they 
would go to work, in view of the exist- 
ing conditions. 
What action will be 


taken by the southern weavers is a mat- 
ter of considerable spiculation. Fiva 
members of the party are women. 


Lively Demonstration at St. Louis. 


St. Louis, Jan. ISC.—The agitation 


caused by the failure of the St. L.'Uis 
house of delegates to contract for electric 
lighting for the alleys, parks and city 
institutions culminated yesterday in a 
demonstration by citizens at the doors 
leading to the delegate floor. A crowd 
completely filled the corridors leading 
to the delegates' chamber. They howled, 
hooted and hissed and at times threat- 
ened to break in the doors. Somebody 
threw a noosed i-ope through the door. 
lA. page of the house was assaulted. At 
one time a revolver was drawn by th" 
Bergeant-at-arms of the house, and1 sev- 
eral times it looked as though bloodshed 
could not be avoided. The arrival of the 
police quelled the disturbance. Later 
a delegate informed the crowd that the 
majority of the house had given assui- 
ance that the lighting bills would be 
passed soon. The crowd then dispersed.

EGGS SCRAMBLED IN MILK. 
Half pint of milk. Five eggs. Heat 


the milk in a saucepan, and when it is 
Just at the boiling point, stir in the eggs, 
which should have bee'n beaten enough 
to mix them thoroughly. Stir steadily 
until they thicken, add a half teaspoon- 
ful of salt and serve at once. 


EGGS SCRAMBLED IN STOCK. 
For this any kind of good white or 


brown stock may be used that Is in the 
house, or a little may be made from the 
bones of a roast or from meat trimmings. 
Season It with a little'onion and celery 
orothersoupvegetables. Make a half pint 
hot over the stove, and proceed as with 
Eggs Scrambled in Milk. This is a good 
dish for the adults of the family as well 
as for the children. 


EGGS BAKED IN MILK. 


Grease a shallow baking-dish with 


butter and pour into it enough milk to 
well cover the surface of the dish. Into 
this break carefully as many eggs as 
will be needed, taking pains not to crowd 
them too closely togetHer. Dust over 
with a little salt, pour over them gently 
a little more milk, enough to cover them 
perhaps a quarter of an inch deep, set 
in the oven and bake until the eggs are 
firm,—the whites and the yolks formed, 
but not too hard. 


BAKED OMELETS. 


Beat four egg's enough to mix the 


whites and the yolks. Add to them a 
tablespoonful of milk for each egg and 
to the whole amount a "half teaspoonful 
of salt. 
Grease small pattypans.or 


shirred egg dishes, turn the mixture into 
them, set the dishes in a dripping pan 
of hot water and put into the oven. 
Cover and bake until the eggs are set. 
They will then turn out on a platter, 
and may be served plain or with a white 
sauce. 


STEWED KIDNEYS. 


Soak lambs kidneys in cold water for 


half an hour. Slice them, taking out 
the hard parts, wipe them and then roll 
the pieces in flour. Heat in a saucepan 
a tablespoonful of butter, lay the kid- 
neys in this and let them cook for two 
minutes. Pour in then a cupful of boll- 
ing water, or of weak stock, if you have 
it, move the saucepan to the side of the 
stove and let the contents simmer for 
from ten to fifteen minutes, or until the 
kidneys are tender. You may either 
serve them at once, or keep them hot 
while you boil up the gravy in which 
they were cooked, and thicken it with a 
little brown flour. But for children it 
is just as well to simply salt the kidneys 
to taste and then send them to table 
\with a plain gravy. 


STETVED LIVER. 


Lamb's liver is as good for this dish 


as calf's liver and is much cheaper. The 
liver may be cut into dice and soaked 
and then cooked by the recipe just given 
for stewed kidneys. In the preparation 
of either dish, the addition of a little 
onion to the gravy in which the meat ie 
stewing is of benefit to the flavor of the 
dish.

The anti-administration press is very 


thankful for the following portion of 
Admiral Dewey's report from Hong 
Kong to the secretary of war, March 
31, 1898, Just transmitted to congress: 


"I believe I am not over-confident in 


stating that with the squadron now 
under my command the vessels could 
be taken and the defenses at Manila 
reduced in one day. There is every 
reason to believe that with Manila 
taken or even blockaded, the rest of the 
islands would fall either to the insur- 
gents or ourselves^ as they are only 
held now through the support of the 
navy and are dependent upon Manila 
for supplies.

THE PCBWCITI 


Numerous reports have come from 


the industrial comimission regarding 
its attitude to the trust problem, but 
the following by the Washington, cor- 
respondent of the Springfield Repub- 
lican ia the most concise we have seen 
and evidently the most intelligent: 


Regulation of the trusts by a federal 


commission and a tax upon capital will 
probably be recommended by the in- 
dustrial commmission.

layed by the failure to traacribe and 
print all the testimony. There was 
some dioubt at one time whether cor- 
portlons holding state charters could 
be reached 
by 
federal .authority. 


Prominent attorneys have assured the 
commission that there is no difficulty 
In levying a tax and prrwidiug regula- 
tions for any corporation whose prod- 
ucts are the subject of interstate com- 
merce. The tax will be small in any 
event and v. 111 be intended to give juris- 
diction to the federal government ra- 
ther than to raise any considerable 
amount of revenue. WltK a capital- 
ization of 
$4,000.000,000 in the rreat 


trust oomblnations, a tax of 1 per cent 
upon capital per annum would raise 
$40,000,000. It is probable that the tax 
recommended will be much less than 
this. There are some numbers of the 
commission who believe that the taxa- 
tion of roi-porations could be made a 
legitimate source of federal revenue, 
•without being carried to the point of 
confiscation or hampering1 unduly the 
competing poover of American corpora- 
tions as against those of other coun- 
tries. Other members do not think 
that the revenue side of the problem 
cught tio be considered BO much at the 
present time a» the subject of regula- 
tion. TheU- proposal will involve pub- 
licity of the account** of corooTuttons 
for the protection of Investors and the 
public. A federal com mis? ton will be 
created, with power to prescribe uni- 
form methods of accounting and to ex- 
etnl'ne the books and rocords of corpo- 
rations at any ttm« without notice. It 
5p proposed by somo to make this ex- 
amination as strict as that of the na- 
tfntml baniks under the controller of 
th« cumcncy. The first steps in. the

CATCHING AND KILLING THE MON- 


STER TUNNY FISH. 


They Are B*lr»t Driven Into fentrr- 


mou> Neti In the Mediterranean 
Sea and Are Then Stabbed and 
SUuihed to Death With Spear.. 
One of the most thrilling and won-, 


derful sights In the world Is that of the 
tunny fisheries of the Mediterranean 
sea. The pursuit of th< ^e great and 
iwift fishes is notaraere tame operation 
of netting. It Is & fight between man 
and sea creatures such as is duplicated 
nowhere except in the whale llsherles. 
The tunny is a huge mackerel. He is a 
predaceous fish, and his course through 
the seas la that of a destroyer without 
parallel. So deadly is the tunny to thu 
schools of herring and similar food 
fishes that he is called the herring h<jg. 
In our waters he is known more gen- 
erally as the horse maekereL 


The runny fisheries are distinctly Eu- 


ropean, and they are the oldest indus- 
try that is known in the Mediterranean 
sea. To capture them men must band 
themselves together in large bodies, 
for fishermen singly could do nothing 
with these fishes, which growtoalength 
of ten feet and weigh over half a ton 
sometimes. Therefore there is a sys- 
tem of co-operation on the coasts that 
are visited by the tunny, a system 
which dates back to the Phoenicians, 
who were great tunny catchers In their 
time. 


The perfection of this system is due, 


among other things, to the fact that 
the big fishes have absolutely regular 
habits. In normal times they can be 
relied on to make their appearance at 
certain periods almost to the minute. 
When they come, it is in huge schools 
that can be seen afar, for they scour 
the waters like ships of war, and the 
leapings of their prey and the leapings 
of their own bulky bodies beat the 
deep into white foam and lather.

Sylvain Lehman, who committed sui- 
cide In Greenfield Thursday, went from 
Ptltsfield to that town Wednesday eve- 
ning, havfagr been in Pittsfield during 
the day. While In Pittsfleld she acted 
in a remarkable manner and in a 
way that showed conclusively that 
she was temporarily 
Insane.

the Burbank house, asked Mr. Quald, 
one of the projxrietorsi if she could 
leave her satchel and cape there for a 
short time.

Just before the train leaving1 Pitts- 


field at 1:45 for this city started out

as possible. When informed the train 
was about to start s(he went into the 
depot, apparently to buy a ticket, but 
walked through the building and out 
of the door on the south side. Shortly 
after she made inquiries as to thepolice 
station and afte,r a little conveT-sati'oii 
with people about the depot engaged 
a carriage and was driven there, where 
she asked the chief to send an. officer 
with her to tnis city, as she feared 
some harm. 
She refused to give her 


name and rtothing could be done for 
her. She then returned to the depot 
where she told several persons that 
she was anxlousr to get someone to 
corne with her as a guard to this city. 


She finally left there, leaving- her 


satchel at the Burbank house in Pitts- 
field, and the proprietor opened, this 
after hearing- of the suicide in Green- 
field. H«» found among its contents a 
letter addressed to Mrs. Syivain Leh- 
man- The letter was dated Schenec- 
tady, November 4, 1899, and was un- 
doubtedly written, by a, person whtose 
rnind was affected.

Collapie of Highland BrUra.de From 


Withering Fire of the Boer*. 


The most appalling battle picture, 


from a British point of view, yet paint- 
ed by a correspondent In the field came 
by mall to London from 3. B. Whig- 
ham, the representative of the Ne-w 
York World and the London Mornln? 
Post with Lord Methnen's column. It 
shows the collapse of the highland bri- 
gade at Magersfontein. 


Describing the effect of the unex- 


pected Boer fire when the brigade was 
Just about deploying from quarter col- 
umn, Mr. Whigham writes: 


"Some one shouted 'Retire!' and the 


day was lost The Highlanders broke 
and ran—there Is no other word for It 
In a few minutes the brigade had 
been decimated and the issue decided. 
They did not run far, only a few hun- 
dred yards, but when they rallied they 
were shaken and confused for hours. 
They lay flat on the ground between 
the British guns and the Boer trenches. 


"About 2 o'clock the Boer rifle fire 


greatly increased. Simultaneously the 
brigade was seen in full retreat. Back 
they came in a wave. No officer could 
stop it It was perhaps the most un- 
pleasant sight the British soldier has 
ever beheld; certainly a sight never to 
be forgotten. 


"It is difficult to say what happened 


next until Major Ewart rode up with 
an order from General Methuen, which 
was almost an entreaty, to the effect 
that all he asked of the brigade was to 
hold the position until dark, 
bo rid- 


dled and shattered was the brigade 
that Ewart had actually no other offi- 
cer to help him give the order to the 
scattered men. It was no small thing 
to ask of the Highlanders that they 
should again face the galling fire for 
five mortal hours. 


"Still a very fair rally was effected. 


The pipers played somewhat, dolefully, 
and the brigade at. last got back to a 
spot where it had a certain amount of 
cover. There the men la^ until Boer 
guns, till then absolutely" silent, sud- 
denly came into play. It wanted but 
this last straw to break the nerva of 
the rallying highlanders.

In the Opera House Friday Eve- 


ning and a Committee Appointed to 


Make Investigation. 


A special town meetln? was held last 


evening to discuss the matter of plac- 
ing a telephone system in this town. 
The New England telephone company 
was represented by A. E. Starr of 
Springfield, F. G. Daboll superinten- 
dent of the western division and W. 
K Steadman of North Adams. D. J. 
Neyland was chosen chairman of the 
meeting and S. J. Kellogg:, sivetiiry. 
The Now England company presented 
their application, but no action was 
tbken as it was considered best to in- 
Vi.stifrcite 
the matter further and a 


committee of three consisting of F. E. 
Moore, Rev. Theodore Sedgwick and 
Thomas MYMahon. The committee will 
consult the people in town who are 
iro?t interested in tho telephone and 
v. ho axe likely to have them placed in 
tK-ii homes or places of business, to 
find out how the people feel regarding 
the matter and to ascertain whether or 
not they will be willing to have the 
poles placed on their property. 
The 


committee will then report at a special 
town meeting which will be held Tues- 
day evening, January 23, when the m-at- 
tr-r will be settled. The meeting waa 
pcorly attended but those who were 
present spoke in favor of the telephone. 
Dr. J. B. Hull spoke of the advantage 
which it would be to him and as he be- 
lieved to many other people in town. 
An endeavor was made to persuade the 
New England company to name a 
price whereby the line could be used to 
North Adams without the extra toll of 
Ice which under the present plans of a 
local system will have to be paid. The 
company replied that they did not wish 
to consider the matter as they would 
not put the telephones in and give the 
use of the wire to North Adams for 
anj less money than they were already 
charging but that they would put tele- 
phones in for SIS for private residents. 
and $21 for places of business 
and 


would charge the regular fee of 15c 
for North Adams. The company also 
stated that they would place the poles 
as to best suit the people, but they 
srongly advised that theey be run up 
Main street, and not 
on. trees and 


house tops as they would not be as 
serviceable. The committee will report 
at the next meeting when action will 
probably be taken.

In the rarefied atmosphere of the 


high tablelands of Mexico objects that 
are really a long way off appear to be 
close at hand.

Human Bye* Will Probably Not See 


Its Entrance, aa the New Century'* 
Fimt Second Will Occur In the 
Midst oJt the Pucittc—Some Curios- 
ities of Time. 
There is a good deal of sentimental 


Interest attaching to the opening of a 
new century, says The Ladles' Home 
Journal. 
Which land will see It first? 


Whose eye will be the first to note its 
advent? Whose hail will usher in its 
earliest moment? Like so many of 
the phenomena, such as the eclipse 
and the transit of the planets, the in- 
coming of the twentieth century will 
be in a region so sparsely settled as 
to be almost devoid of human life. 


The first moment of the twentieth 


century, the first second of Jan. 1, 
1901, will occur in the midst of the 
Pacific ocean along a line conforming 
In general to the meridian of ISO de- 
grees east and west longitude from 
Greenwich. There is here no land of 
consequence to salute the new century. 
No human eye, save, perchance, that 
of the watch on board some tiny ship, 
will be there to see its entrance, and 
Its only "welcome will be perhaps the 
last stroke of the 8 bells marking mid- 
night on board some steamship or ves- 
sel which by chance may cross the 
meridian at that instant. 


The first people to live In the twen- 


tieth century will be the Friendly is- 
landers, for the dateline, as it may be 
called, lies in the Pacific ocean just to 
the east of their group. At that time, 
although it will be already Tuesday 
to them, all the rest of the -world will 
be enjoying some" phase of Monday, 
the last day of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. At Melbourne the people will be 
going to bed, for It will be nearly 10 
o'clock; at Manila It will be two hours 
earlier in the evening; at Calcutta the 
English residents will be sitting at 
their Monday afternoon dinner, for it 
will be about 6 o'clock, and in London 
"Big Ben," In the tower of the house 
of commons, will be striking the hour 
of noon. 


In Boston, New York and Washing- 


ton half the people will be eating 
breakfast on Monday morning, while 
Chicago will be barely conscious of 
the dawn. At the same moment San 
Francisco will be in the deepest sleep 
of what is popularly called Sunday 
night, though really the early, dark 
hours of Monday morning, and half of 
the Pacific will be wrapped In the 
darkness of the same morning hours, 
which, become earlier to the west, un- 
til at Midway or Brooks island it will 
be but a few minutes past midnight of 
Sunday night 


Of course everybody knows that the 


twentieth c^Ktury will begin on Tues- 
day, Jan. 1, 1901. It is true that some 
thoughtless individuals have obscured 
the matter by hasty expressions of 
opinion, setting the date for Jan. 1, 
1900. But such persons have forgotten 
that we begin to count with 1 and that 
the hundred is not completed till the 
two ciphers have appeared, and then 
the new hundred begins, as did the old 
one, with 1. Just as the year 100 with 
its close marked the completion of the 
first century, so will the year 1900 
with its last moments end our nine- 
teenth century, and 1901 begins the 
twentieth. 


The actual date line varies from the 


theoretical one in a number of places. 
Starting at the north pole, it follows 
the meridian of ISO degrees to about 
TO degrees north latitude, whore it 
curves to the cast about 10 degrees, so 
as to pass through Bering strait and 
include all of Siberia in the Russian 
day. 
Then it takes a reverse curve 


across to 170 degrees east longitude to 
include the Aleutian islands in our 
American day. 
Then, in the open 


ocean, it regains ISO degrees and pass- 
es by Brooks island and across the 
equator. 
At about 5 degrees south 


latitude it curves again, to the east 
nearly 10 degrees, so as to give the 
Friendly islands the Australian day. 
It then regains the meridian of ISO de- 
grees just to the south of Chatham is- 
land and follows this line across the 
antarctic continent to the south pole. 


If oue could have truly rapid transit 


and be able to pass along the meridian 
of ISO degrees from the north pole to 
the equator in a moment, he would 
have a strange experience if the time 
selected for the journey were a few- 
moments after midnight on the morn- 
ing of Tuesday, Jan. 1, 1901, the first 
day of the twentieth century. Neap 
the pole it would be the twentieth cen- 
tury, Tuesday morning. 
At 60 de- 


grees north latitude it would be Mon- 
day morning that was beg'nning, the 
last day of the nineteenth century, for 
here it is that the western sweep of the 
date line includes the Aleutian islands 
in the American day. At 35 degrees 
north latitude it would be again Tues- 
day in tho new century.

Sowlne Pansy 


During early October is a good tima 


for sowing pansy seed for next spring's 
supply of plants for bedding out. The 
reason for fall sowing ont of doora is 
that tho plants are not then subjected 
to the hot, drying influences of tbo 
honso, which aro so likely to bring on 
red spider and other tumbles. 


Prepare a bed of very rich, poroua 


Jcam on a well drained location. Placa 
over it r, i'jame to bo filled with forest 
loaves ns a protection to the little plants 
over winter. 
After sowing the seed in 


tho bed sift a very light covering of soil 
over thn eeed, merely enough to hide 
them. During the process of germina- 
tion never allow tho bed to dry out, aa 
moisture is essential to perfect germina- 
tion at any seed. 


As severe weather approaches covet 


tho bed with n few inches of litter of 
Boino tort, forest leaves being preferable. 
At the proper time in the spring the 
seedlings way be pricked out of tho soil 
in the soodbod and transferred to the 
bed in which thev are to bloom.

TENNYSON'S FAITH'. 


The Problem of the Fntare Life Had 


the Dominant Interest. 


A reader of the "Life of Tennyson," 


by his son, will be struck by the fact 
that no subject interested bim so deep- 
ly as the problem of the future life. Ha 
will also observe that it -was always a 
problem to him, one that he -was con- 
stantly raising, that would not stay set- 
tled. To be sure, he was a believer ia 
immortality, but not a restful believer. 
He was all the time digging up the 
roots of his t*aith to be sure they were 
alive. The old question would not stay 
unanswered. Tie reader of his poetry 
observes the same thing. He -is always 
on the side of faith, but of a somewhat 
disturbed faith. He belonged to that 
"metaphysical society" which invited 
into its membership believers of all 
shades, with all shades of unbelievers, 
whose object was to raise and answer 
doubts about God and the future life. 
He was the spokesman of the scientific 
doubt of the age, flattering over the 
dovecots of faith, but hardly settling 
and resting and nesting therein. 


One obf.arvea the contrast with this 


flattering faith who reads the poema ot 
Milton, with their abiding faith in the 
future life. This is the spiritual con- 
trast 
between "In Memoriam" and 


"Lyoidas." In Milton's requiem, even 
under its paganized form, there is a ro- 
bust and jubilant faith in God and 
eternal life. No question enters. The 
tnind and heart are satisfied. The dear 
friend is beyond all doubt among the 
saints and ohoirs above. One regrets 
that Tennyson's mental structure per- 
haps could find posilivauDBS and test ou 
questions of politics or poetry, but 
must perennially dubitate—to be sure, 
with the hopeful balance of probability 
—over questions of faith. "I believe I 
know," he once gaid, "the quantity of 
every word in fbe English language 
except scissors," but one seems to de- 
tect a tremnlotisness in his best expres- 
sion of faith, "I hope to meet my Pilot 
face to face, when I have crossed the 
bar.''—Independent.

HARNESS REINS. 


From the Stoutest of Leather. 


A "Word About Hand Holds. 


The reins of a set of single harness ! 


are each about 13 feet in length, tho-.c 
of a double harness about 15 feet. For 
, 


business harness reins are made of , 
leather, tanned black; the reins of car- j 
riage harness are made of russet colored 
leather. 


jrleins require to be very stout, and 


they are almost always made of steer 
hide, the leather of which traces are 
made, these, however, being of more 
than one thickness. Occasionally lines 
for light or for cheap harnesa are made 
of cowhide, but not often. As a rule the 
best of leather is used for the reins, 
even in cheap harness. There can be ob- 
tained from the hidea of leather suitable 
for reins strips from seven to nine feet 
in length, so that reins are always of 
necessity made in two pieces. 


The loops, or hand holds, often seen 


on the reins of track or road horses are 
commonly made of lighter 
leather

Ice From Flagg's Meadows and Hud- 


son Brook Condemned. All Sources 


But One Controlled by New 


Combine of Ice Dealers 


Notices were sent to the icemen, of 


the city this morning, giving the adju- 
dication of the board of health on what 
ice sources are fit for use this year. The 
report is with one small exception the 
same as last year. Ice from the Deer- 
field river at Hoosac tunnel, the Stam- 
ford reservoir, Reservoir 
pond and 


Kemp's pond, is declared pure and fit 
for domestic use. Ice from Hudson 
brook and the Flag-g meadows is de 
Glared unfit for use. All Unacceptable 
ice, except that from Kemp's pond, is 
controlled by the ice combine. 


The only change from, last year's re- 


port is in regard to the ice from Flagg's 
meadows. Last year the first crop was 
admitted for use, but this year Pro- 
fessor Mears' report shows, that the 
present crop is mixed with grass and 
other vegetable matter from the bot- 
tom of the pond, making- it unfit for 
use. 


The adjudication is based chiefly on 


the report bf Professor Mears, who 
visited the sources of supply on Janu- 
ary 2. Samples of water were taken, 
his report saying "I took the ground 
that an examination of the water is 
more satisfactory than that of the 
melted ice. If the water is normal, na 
objection can be made to the ice so far 
as the chemical 
examination 
goes, 


since ice is usually purer than the 
water from which it is formed.'" 


Of the results of the analysis the re- 


port says: "Considering the season of 
the year at which the examination was 
made, the kinds of water, brook and 
pond, and the location of the same, 
find all of the samples examined to be 
within the limits of sanitary purity. 
No special examination of the surrond- 
•sings was made in any case." 


With 
the 
exception 
of Flagg's 


meadows, the ice all appeared to be of 
good quality. 


The board condemns the ice from 


Hudson brook because of its surround- 
ings.

SIX MULL JURORS SECURED 


First Week Ended and Over Half of 


Pane! Gone 


The first week of the trial of Archie 


Mull in Troy for the murder of Nel- 
ville U. Lord has been productive of 
just one-half the quota of taxpayers 
requisite to complete the jury. During 
the sessions occupied in examining 
jurors one has been secured at each 
session until yesterday afternoon, when 
all attempts to augument the jury box 
proved utterly unsuccessful after sub- 
jected fifteen talesmen to an. exami- 
nation. 


Up to the close of yesterday's session 


200 members of the panel of 347 jurors 
drawn for the trial had been examined 
or excused by the court for cause. In 
the examination the defense has used 
fourteen peremptory challenges of the 
thirty allowed, while the prosecution 
has been compelled to exercise that 
privilege but six times. From present 
conditions it will require another week 
to secure a jury, and it is possible that 
another panel may have to be drawn, 


During the session yesterday after- 


noon members of the accused man's 
family were seated beside him. On his 
left was his mother, while to- the right 
and to the rear were seated, respective- 
ly, Jesse Mull and Minor Mull, brothers 
The presence of his relatives failed to 
change the apparently careless de- 
meanor of the defendant. He chatted 
confidentially and smiled frequently 
while the examinations progressed. 
" The mother's free showed a keen ap- 
preciation of the gravity of her son's 
position. Not once during- the session 
was the expression of worry and sus- 
pense absent from her features. The 
levity assumed by the other members 
of the family seated around her was 
never apparent 
with her. She sat 


stoically 
throughout 
the 
afternoon 


drinking in every question put by the 
opposing Vwyers and listening for 
every answer made by the jurors. 


Justice Chester, at the close of the 


session, told the members of the jury 
that he did not desire to inflict any 
hardships upon them by compelling 
them to be locked up during the recess 
between yesterday afternoon and Mon- 
day morning at 10 o'clock, when court 
would be reconvened. Therefore he 
would permit them to go out for exer- 
cise whenever ihey desired if accom- 
panied by an officer. He admonished 
them against discussing or 
reading 


anything about the case, but said they 
might read New York news-apers or 
magazines.

The annual report of Rufus R. Wade, 


chief of the Massachusc-tts district po- 
lice, is out, and as usual contains a 
complete record of the work done dur- 
ing the year in tho various depart- 
ments by the force. The report makes 
a volume of 4S6 pages, and contains 
considerable information of local in- 
terest, as three of the inspectors, Mer- 
riam, Dam and McNeill, are located 
in this city, their territory being Berk- 
shire and Franklin counties. 


Inspector Merriam, who deals chiefly 


with public buildings, heating, ventila- 
tion, etc., reports that tho number of 
plans filed for new buildings is about 
the same as in previous years, but axe 
largely for business purposes, and, in 
most cases a marked improvement in 
safety from, fires isi noted. The number 
of public and school buildings is very 
small. Of the buildings: inspected but 
few have required impoortant changes, 
and the recommendations of the in- 
spector have been promDtly carried 
out. More than the usual amount of 
time has been given to, the testing of 
heating- and ventilating systems and 
advisory1} work, and the results have 
been satisfactory. 
There are In the 


report cuts of a few plans by Inspec- 
tor Merriam. 


Inspector Dam gives his attention 


chiefly to factories and the employ- 
ment of women and minors1, and finds 
' the duties to be attended to in his- de- 
partment about the same as in. pre- 
vious years, requiring- constant care 
and the exercise of judgment and dis- 
cretion. In reg-ard to the employment 
of minors between H and 16 years, the 
disposition seems to be not to employ 
any if it can be avoided. But few ac- 
cidents have occurred, none fatal. 


Inspection has been, made of about 


all the elevators in the district, and 
the safety devices thoroughly tested! 
Orders to remedy defects rave been 
complied with. The elevators axe all 
in fairly good condition.. The sanitary 
conditions are very gocd in all the es- 
tablishments'. 


The laws relating to the employment 


of women and minors do not appear 
to ba fully understood, and Mr. Dam 
made one complaint for violation 
of section 11, chapter 50S, acts of 1S94. 
The impression) seems to be thn^ if 
they do not eceed 58 hours per week, 
that they do not violate the la,w; that 
they can stop the machinery for any 
reasonable time for any cause and run 
to make up the time lost.
